During Friday efternoon and evening Han- 
sen‘ and his wife apparently had a 
very pleasent time. About 9:30 a, 
m, Satarday Haneen and his 
wife started to walk up to the Storm 
King. They went away, and were away about 
two hours, when a young man ran irto the 
hotel and said a man had shot himself on the 


mountain. 
FOUND FATALLY WOUNDED. 


Mr. Meaghen accompanied the young man 
bp ® winding path to near the top‘of Storm 
King, wherein a secluded spot shaded by 
trees, he found Mr: Hansen upon the ground 
with a bullet wound over the right temple, 
his wife bending over him, trying to stay the 


flow of blocd with her hankerchief. The 
man was stiil alive, but unconscious, and 
died ceon after the doctorarrived. Mrs. Han- 
sen seemed but litile excited, and said that 
before shooting himself her husband had at- 
tem pted to take ber life. 

THE INVESTIGATION. 

Coroner Young, of Cornwall, was notified 
end securing a jury went to the scene of the 
shooting, and without removing the body 
held an inquest. Mrs. Hansen, the only wit- 
bess, gave ber testimony without hesitation. 
She eaid that when they had gone pgrt of the 
wey upthe mountain, she became tired and 
eat down while her husband went on in search 
of arpripg. When he returned he sat ba- 
side her, end began to talk excitedly 
about a family quarrel which 
bed occurred sometime ago, asking his wife 
to repeat something she had then said. Tais 
ehe refused to do,and arose to walk away. 
When a few feet from him she said 

HE DREW A REVOLVER 

and fired; the shot failed to hit ber. As she 
turned toward him she heard a second report 
ard saw, her husbaad fall tothe ground, 
the bleood flowing from a ghastly 
wound in his head, and the still 
sivcking revolver on the ground beside him, 
She ranto him and tried to stop the flow of 
blocd with her handkerchief, meanwhile 
ecreaming for help. Two young mea,hearing 
her cries, went to her assistance, and afier- 
wards notified the paople at the hotel, 

Mre. Hansen’s story of her married life is 
somewhat contradictory. She at first stated 
that she and her busbeand had lived happily 
together, while atterwards. she said 
thet her husband often quarreled 
with her, on which occasions he woutd go from 
home and remain away deys and weeks ata 
time. On one eceasion he quarr:!ol wich he 
about her pet dog, and left their house ab No, 
444 Lexington svenue; went to the Union 
Square hotel and remained there two wesits, 

; THEIR PREVIOUS LIFE. 

She eaid she married him tour years ago, 
being then the widow of Rudolph Howier, an 
officer in the confaderate army, who was killed 
curing the war. She says that abont tho frst 
of June, in the presence of Mary Kerting, a 
demestic, her husband said thatif he ever 
got beralone be would fix her. On the train 
coming to Gornwall heasxed her if she was 
prepared todie. Shesaid she was not, and 
he replied that he was always ready, and was 
going to celebrate the fourth of July ia his 
own way. 

Hansen’s body, after the inquest, was 
taken to Rydus’ undertaking rooms, 
in Cornwall. Mrs. Hansen ig at 
the Moeuntain{ghouse, and refuses to see any 
one, asshe claimsto be suflering from ner- 
vous excitement. 

SUSPICIONS IN THE CASE. 

Although the coroner’s jury returned a ver- 
dict that Hensen came to Ins death by his own 
bend, the coroxer still retained $427, an ole- 
gent gold watch, a diamond scarf pin, and 
other valuables belonging to the suicide which 
be refuses to give to Mrs. Hansen, until she 
proves herselt the Jawful wife of the suicide. 

There ia reasonable suspicion in the minds 
of the villagers that Mra. Hansen is playing 
a double part. Someof them say that she 
first shot Hanson, then discharged anothor bar- 
rel and finally placed it alongside of his body 
to indicate suicide. The actions of the coro- 
ner, to a greatextent, confirms the rumor that 


there is something very mysterious in the 


cere, It is improbable that Hansen would 
have killed himself before making sure he 
had kijled the woman.

‘THE COLLINSES. 


THE STORY OF A REMARKABLE 
GEORGIA FAMILY. 


Tnrir Sdvent into Pickens County From North Car- 
clina—-Gome Barly Campaigns BRecalled—Tae 
Contentions cf War—Some Bloody Iact- 
cents of the Heconstruction Sra. 


From the Cartersville, Ga., Courant. 

A few days ago the writer had a pleasant 
call from William J. Collins, the excellent 
superintendent of our Bartow county pauper 
farm, and in the course of conggreation he 
gave us the following facta: 

In the year 1844, his father, James Collins, 
moved to this county from Cleveland county, 
N.C. Fifty-one persons came together in 
company, and of tbat number all were related 
by consanguinity except one young man by 
the name of Logan. They reached Pickens 
county (then called Gilmer) a short time be- 
fore the presidential election of 1844, The po- 
litical excitement was exceedingly high, and 
all along the route these emigrants 
were saluted and questioned a3 
to polities. Mr. James Uollins was a 
staunch democrat end he decorated his wagon 
covers with pokeberry juice in broad stripes. 


In the front and rear huge polkstalks were 
planted, and above all towered a hickory pole, 
in memory of “old Hickory” Jackson. Our 
friend, William J., was only eight years old, 
but he recollects they passed a farm house 
where they were engeged in digging sweet 
potatoes. Seeing the red poke stripes on the 
white wagon cover, the farmer insisted on 
sharing his potetoes with his democratic 
friend most liberally. These staunch demo- 
crats were not allowed to vote, however, by 
the whig managers at election time. 

The wagons halted in old Gilmer and the 
new réttiers proceeded to build houses, Thsy 
got all the corn they wanted at fifteen cents a 
bushel end a sufficiency of meat at two and a 
half certs a pound. James Collins settled 
near “Skeered Corn” clurch end camp 
ground—(which the writer remembers very 
weil froma yisit made to it in the year 1879.) 
There was only one grave when the Collinses 
settled there, now there are between two and 
three hundred. The mother and two brothers 
were laid to rest at this spot before the family 
scattered. The father lies on the hill above 
the Baptist church in Cartersville. 

A Rev. Mr. Lowry traveled the “Skeerd 
Corn’”’ circuit at the time of their settling in 
this country, and asa part of his pay for pas- 
toral reryices Mrs. Collins and several others 
spunand wove bim asuit of clothes. The 
material waa cotion—the warp white and the 
fiilirg blue. ‘If some good old sister was to 
do a like deed for some of our fashiona- 
ble preachers, don’t you reckon he’d leave the 
circuit before he would wear them?” asked 
Mr. Collins of us. 

It was a eubject that required thought, and 
we replied, ‘perhaps he would?” 

But Brother Lowry was quite willing to put 
on his white and bluesummer suit when he 
got hold of it. In those days a neighbor was 
cared for by bis friends if he gotsick. The 
would plowend hoe his ecrop,. harvest his 
wheat and supply him with woodif cold 
weather overtook him on his bed of sickness. 
Would they do itnow, when they cry out 
they are ruined if it rains too much, or they 
are ewamped if their crop gets grassy? Were 
not the good old times the best? 

But time rolled on. The Collins family im- 
creased and multiplied. Bome died and 
mseny moved away, but when the war broke 
out there was a host of them in Pickens, Chero- 
kee, Gordon and Bartow. They made splen- 
did eoldiers. Our worthy merchant end citi- 
zen, Miles Collins, wis orderly ina @ompany 
of the 23d Georgia volunteers when they went 
inte the war and h 
Martin, Berry, Miller, Bosweil, William and 
Bell] Collins, went to Virginia, and there the 
most of them were in campsand on the Dat- 
tlefield at the time of the surrender. 

In August, '65, there wag held a funerai 
service at “Skeerd Corn” chuych. On a seat, 
seme three or four steps from bhe altar railing, 
William, Berry and Miller Collius were seat- 
ed. Before the service begun a man by the 
name of Nally, one of a large family, came up 
to the three persons named, laid his hand on 
William’s knee and said: 

‘‘Boswell, step out a micute Pith me.” 

As Boswell rose, Miller detained him, re- 
marking: “No, if you have anything to say, 
say it bere.”’ 

Nally, his brothers, and a man by the name 
of Gravely, also present, were unionists, and 
bad gore out of this country .duringthe war 
to join the tederal forces. On their return 
they hed made threats that no confederate 
should livein their midst. Henee, Miller’s 
reply. Nally inetantly put his hand behind 
him for a pistol, seeing which Berry drew his 
Knife end begen to defend himeelf. 

Another Nally aleo began to shoot, and di- 
rectly the fray was at its height. Berry was 
shot in the body but not before he had cut 
both the Nally’s severely. Miller assisted 
Berry to hold down his assailants, when 
Gravely gras seen to fire frém the outside of 
the Larbor etBc swell! Col'ins, who sat within the 
altar, killing the latter dead. The shots be- 
came frequent, and when it was over two 
dead men were lying on the ground. A rela- 
tive of the Collins’, who was only mar- 
ricd that morning, was shot through 
the elbow, and astray shot pessed through a 
emall boy’s hip. William was unhurt, ‘and 
says that he had no fear or dread, and that he 
was determined to stand by his cousins to the 
lest. Mr. William Collins also says that as 
Berry staggered out from under the stand 
he held his hand to his breast where the blood 
was pouring out. Ashe passed by the rude 
pulpit he tottered and caught at ity leavi g 
the print of the bloody paim in plain W! 
He insists that he sees the death-mark onthe 
pulpit whenever he visits the well-remombér- 
ed shot. 

But the end was not yet. Mr. Bell Collins 
lived in our city, Cartersville. The news of 
the brutal murder came down at once to the 
frienda here. He reported the fact to the 

ccmmandant of the post, who senta squad of 
federal soldiers to preserve the peace and ar- 
rest the murderers. Mr. Bell Collina went 
with them and their numbers increased 
es they drew near “Skeerd Oorn.” A 
csptain by the name of Smith was in 
command. On Tuesday night (after the 
bloody deed on Sunday,) they found the 
Nellys and Gravely entrenched in a smal! log 
house between Fairmount and Ludville. The 
logs had been pierced for loopholes end these 
der persdoes intended to dieright there or kill 
their aseailants if possible. As the tederals 
and Bell Collins epproached the Nallys firéda 
shot from the inside. The attacking party 
quickly sprang on the door and burst it in 
Smith went in first, and one of the Nally’s 
who bed been wounded by Berry 
Collins’s knife on Sunday, raised himself in 
the bed and shot at Smith. As he fell Befl 
Collins advanced to avenge his brothers’ 
desths ard he was aleo killed. A federal sol- 
dier then put his musket through a portholé 
snd ridéled the blood thirsty creatare, 
Nelly, who fell back dead in the bed. 
Gravely ran .out end. eried,*‘We give up,” 
but asa federal soldier approached, ramming 
down a charge.in his empty gun, he shot at 
the soldier, whereupon the soldier fired at 
ence, and rushing on him pinned him to the 
earth with a bayonet, a déad man.

Lord Packenham’s War Horse, 

From the Gainesville, Ga., Eagle. 

It is a well established fact, the horse thas 
General Packenham rode at the battle of New 
Orleans, January. 8, 1815, and the very one on 
whose beck he was probably killed,was brow ght 
to Hall county about 1825, and died near 
Gainesville in 1830. Our informant, one of 
the oldest and most respected citizens, has fur- 
nished us with the following facts, which will, 
no doubt, be read with interest: 

He relates that Mr. Thomez Bird, one of the » 

earliest settlers of Hall county, fixed his bome 
on the east bamk of the Chattahoochee river, 
at the shajlow ford, on the road leading from 
Gainesville te Dahlonega. He was very foad 
of fine stock, horses especially, and was a 
noted racer in his day. ile kept many fine 
animals, and on court days, and other public 
occasions, he always made a better exhibition 
than anyone else in this section of the state. 
His racing operations were not confined to 
Georgia, but he attended the joxkey m setimgs 
in the adjoining staies. On one of his visits to 
Alabama, on a racing tour, he, by some 
means, got possession of the cele- 
brated horse that is the subject of this article, 
and brought him, though then quite old, te 
his beautitul Georgia home, for breeding pur- 
poses. Being an expert in horsefles , and 
thoroughly satisfied that the horse was the 
one that Packenham had brought from India 
to England, and from thence to the United 
States, he was convinced that it was of pure 
Arabian stock, and determined to take advan- 
tege of the opportunity to improve his own. 
A‘ter keeping him several years Mr, Bird 
died, and the old horse passed into other hapds 
and finally into the hands of the fatheg of 
our informant; and he, when a yj 
used to water and wash “Old Packen- 
ham,” as he was called, atthe branch that 
crosses the Sulphur Spring road beyond New 
Holland. Just to the right ofthe road, and 
on the bank of the stream, stands a scrubby 
tree with two bodies, joined together by as 
ligature, something like the Siamese twins. 
It was under this tree that the boy used to 
hold the venerable, miik white steed, and 
watch his constantly rocking motion, acquired, 
it wes supposed, from the rocking of the ships 
in which he made such long voyages. 

Many of our older citizens remember the 
above circumstances, as related by our vener- 
able friend, wét], and some of them say that 
descendants of this historic horse are to be 
found in Georgia to-day.

He went the next moraing 
with shovel and sacksand weighed up 2,000 and 
odd pounds, finding bird bones and feathers mix- 
ed occasionally ali through it. Mr. O. says late in 
the evening the birds, swallows, wou!d come aud 
go in the hollow at the top of the tree, and that

We need an 
industry that will bring immediate and sure re- 
turn to the planter’a toil, for, after all, the pros. 
perity of any people depends mainiy on their 
agricultural resources, We needa crop that, like 
cotton, will bring ready money and lotsof it. Now 
wesuggest that oursoil is finely adapted to the 
eultute of tobacco. We believe that, both in 
quantity and quality, we could vie with the most 
successiul tobacco region. bd do not 
tome of our enterprising farmers try it? We men- 
tioned Jast week that our clever townsman, Capt- 
sin Wilson, bad put inan amount of tobacco. 
But we want to see tobacco tested as the money 
crop, just as cotton is in our lower counties. 

Tbe junior editor of this paper lived some years 
in northwest Arkansas, and he found that region 
finely adapted to tobacco. In fact, to our certain 
knowledge, the tobacco interest there is the mo- 
ney interest. The cultivation of the weed there 
ten years ego Caused the erection of tobacco facto- 
ries, and necessarily brought money into the coun- 
try. Now, that country in ail respects is 
quite similar to this—the same kind of mountain 
scenery,tbe same pure water and healthful breeze, 
and of course the same kind ofsoil. The climate, 
too, is jnst about the same. Between Bentonville, 
Ark., and Ciarksville there are not more than two 
degrees of latitude. ’ 

We make these suggestions in the hope that our 
planters willact upon them andtry the tobacco 
crop. We know whereof we speak. It isnota 
mere conjecture with us, andif it were, experi- 
ment next year. We believe that a universal 
planting of tobacco willl result in immense pros- 
perity to this section. 

HOW MONEY IS MADE IN CAMPBELL.

Mr. E, B, Chapman reports that he has a stalk of 
cotton with forty-five squares, also that he has 
one hundred acres of cotton, which he does not 
think can be matched in the county for size and 
squares, Mr, Chapman is certainly a good farmer, 


if we are to judge by his success. A few years ago 
when he was a popular passengerconductor on 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad, and consid- 
ering that he had worked his way from the bot- 
tem, no one would have accused him of having 
any a of farming, from the fact that 
seeiningly he had not had the opportunity ef ac- 
quiring any knowledge of it. Eight years ago 
Le began cultivating some old fields 
just 2elOW town, which had been 
worn out and abandoned, and were actually too 
poor togrow broom sedge, and everybody pre- 
dicted that the green railroad couductor was 
“stuck ;"’ but he proved to be as good a conductor 
of afarm ashe had been of a train of cars. By 
judicious management he has not only proven to 
the wiseacres that he was not stuck, but that a 
good deal cf money could be stuck in a man’s 
peers by cultivating old fields, if he understands 
iis business. Mr. Chapman worked three mules 
jast year, had in cultivation 75 acres and though 
avery bad year, he made 39 bales of cotton, or 13 
beles to the mule, besides 522 bushels of oats, 169 
busbels of wheat and corn and fodder enough to 
supply him this year, and peas too numerous to 
méntion. Besides this he made sufficient meat to 
supply his place. This year seasons have been 
good, and with continued good seasons, he ex- 
pects to gather fifty bales of cotton, working four 
mules, besides wheat, oats, peas, fodder and corn 
enough to supply him three years. This on land 
that would not have founda bidder hadit been 
soid at public outcry ten years ago. Mr. Chap 
man reelizes that “‘hethat by the plow woaid 
thrive, must either hold or drive,’’ and he is with 
his bands from early morn 'till dewy eve.

Youweannot freeze out the 
pine forest and this grece of God is ju.t as 
gcod in the winter of trouble as it -isin ‘the 
fummer of prosperity. It isthe religion you 
wonte-not dependent upon weather or upon 
change. There are some of you who feei that 
you have had more than your share of trouble. 
Alltbe troubles seemed tocome together iv 
your lifeand you maybe as badly off as 
Muckelbecket, the fisherman who was chided 
formending hie boaton thesame day that 
bis boy was buried. They said: “It is 
indecent for you to be working at your 
beat when your child was just buried this after- 
noon.” And he looked upin the man’s face 
and said: “What shallIdo? Shali I allow 
the five to starve because one of them is 
drowned? It is well “enough for you gentle, 
whocan sitin your houses with your hand- 
kerchiefs at your eyes, to talk that way when 
you have grief, but the like of us maun to 
our work, though our htarts beat like this 
hammer.” Oh, yes! your bereavements and 
your poverties and your distresses may all 
have come atonce. But I want to tell veu ot 
a gospel that is full.of life, full of comfort, full 
of pesce. You have tried everything else. You 
bave tried the world. You have tried 
human sympathy. Come now and try 
th holy gospel I have read of a 
cardinal who was very fond of money and 
curing his sickness he used to ask that a basin 
of gold be brought to him and then he would 
thrust his gouty hands in the gold and amuse 
bimself and cool his hands by turning over 
the gold in the basin.

bere is nothing in all the silver and the gold 
ard the bonors and the’ emoluments of this 
world, however briskly you may turn them 
ever, to eoothe a perturbed spirit.

You know that isa 
favorite tree atthe east. The ancients used 
to make it into three hundred and sixty uses. 
The iruit is conserved. The sap bgcomes a 
beverage. The stones are ground up as food 
for camels. The base of the leaves is twisted 
into repes. Baskets and mats are made out of 
it, and from the root to the tiptop of the palm 
it is all usefulness. It grows eighty-five feet 
in hight, is columnar, its iringed leaves some- 
times four or five yards long, and the ancients 
used to carry it in processions as a symbol of 
victory. Oh! for more palm branches 
in our gospel arbors! Usefulness and 
victory. Head, heart, tongue, pen, money, 
social position—eall employed for God. Coun- 
eelis often given on wordly matters—about 
investments—tbhat you must not put all the 
eggs in one basket; bul ia this matier of ro- 
ligion I wish thet we might give all to God 
and get in ourselves. 

“Oh,” says some man, “my business is to 
eelf silks and calicoes.”” Then sell silks and 
calicoes for the glory of God, Says another 
man: “My business is to edit a newspaper.”’ 
Then edit a newspaper for the glory of God. 
Says another man: ‘“My business is to raise 
corn and carrots.”’ Then raise corn and car- 
rote ior the glory of God. Says some other 
man: ‘‘My busipees is to manufacture horse- 
ehoe nails.” Then manufacture horse-shoe 
nails for the glory of God. Anything 
that a mancannot do forthe giory of God 
he has no right todo. The vast majority of 
professed Christians in this day do not amount 
to anything. You have to shovel them off the 
track before the chariot of God’s grace can ad- 
vance. What we want in thechurch now is 
pot weeping willows, sighing and weeping by 
the water courree, admiring their long fringes 
in the glass of the stream; not hickories full 
of knots; not wild cherry, dropping bitter 
fruits; but palm trees adapted to 360 purposes, 
rcot, trunk, branch, leaf producing something 
for God and men and angels. Oh, lam sick 
and tired of this week, sentimental, satin- 
slipped, tussy, hoity-toity religion. It 
amounts to nothing in this world and will 
amount to nothing in the world to 
come, Five hundred men and women 
in Breoklyn knowing nothing but Christ and 
ihe value of the sou! can capture this city for 
Ged in three years, Ten thousnnd men and 
women at the full standard of Christian zeal 
could take this whole earth for Christin ten 
years. My brother, when are you going to 
work ard when am | going to work? Ledyard, 
the great traveler, had” set before him by a 
gecogrepbical society a very important work 
of exploration in Afhica, and after they had 
thown him what they wanted him to do, the 
leerned men locked up in his face and said: 
“Well, when will you startonthis expedi- 
ticn?” He replied: “Tomorrow morning.” 
And whenlesk you what you are going 
todo for God and Christ and you tell me that 
you want toserve him with earnestness and 
consecration, I ask you when are you go- 
ing to start? I want you within your soul to 
ray: ‘To-day. This moment. Now. Go 
up into the mount and fetch palm branches 
to build boothe. 

But we want palm branches, still further, 
for victory. By nature we are serfs. The 
devil stoleus. He keeps hiseyeonus. He 
is afraid all the time that we willget away. 
He has been watching us a great while and 
keeping us under constant supervision, Bat 
one dsy word comes {from our heavenly Father, 
exying that if we would like to break away 
from cur taskmaeter He will help us.

Whileolive 
branches are good in their places, and the 
palm branches, and the myrtle branches, we 
want tbe stout branches of thick trees. The 
tempest of temptation. will come down after 
a while; the hurricane of death will blow; 
the everlasting storm will come 
up bellowing from the lost world 
ard alae! for that man whohas not his soul 
sheltered under the stout branches of the thick 
trees, Sotbat while we preach the invitations 
ol the gospel and the love of the gospel, we 
must tell men that unless they repent and un- 
lets they turn they must die. I like what Mr. 
Finpey esid in the school honse ia a village in 
New Yorkstate whichthey nicknamed Sodom 
because of its wickedness and there was 
only one good man in the village 
ana they called him Lot. When Mr. Fianvey 
preached in the echool house he took his text 
from the destruction of Sodom, and told the 
people to get up out of that place as the Lord 
would rain fire and brimstone upon them un- 
lees they repented; and they ground their 
teeth apd they clenched their fists while he 
wes speaking; but after awhile they were 
melted and they fell on their faces and cried 
for mercy while mercy was tobehad. We 
want just such a gospel as that—a gospel full 
of love and alarm; and while we preseft the 
rewards we must also present the retributions;

We find in it enough of 
the olive beanah of peace and the pine branch 
of evergreens and the myrtle branch of beauty 
and the palm branch of victory and the siout 
branch of the thick trees te make an arbor for 
allthe people. Oh, come inky the booth. The 
air is aromatic with heaven.” The branches 
distil the blossom of life. The leaves rustle 
with -the gladness of God. Come into the 
booth, the gospel booth. I went out with an

THE UNFORTUNATES. 

The communication which we printed yes- 
terday in regard to the imprisonment of 
three men who songht lodging at the police 
head quarters ought to attract attention. Oar 
correspondent says that these three men 
came to Atlanta in search of work. They arriv- 
ed here without money and presented them- 
selves at the police station, asking for lodging 
Saturday night and Sunday. They were 
immediately arrested by the police, and cases 
made against them for vagrancy. They were 
then turned over the city court and sentenoed 
to serve inthe county chaingang for a periéd 
of six montbs. 

If these statements are true,the matter is 
one that certainly demands investigation. 
It is true that an investigation is not cal ‘u- 
lated to benefit the unfortunate men wi: * 
names our correspondent gives—for noth 
that could be done would remedy the o 
rage of which they have been the victim 
but at the yery least something may be dou» 
to prevent such ouirages in the fature. 

This involves an interpretation of the va- 
grant lawein the interest of the individual 
as well as in the interest of the community— 
an interpretation that is frequently lost sight 
of by cur courts of justice. The rights of an 
individual—as far as they go—are as impor- 
tant as the rights of society; and any careless 
or perfunctory judicial decision that loses 

wight of this fact pe*icirates a wrong that all 
It is not 
true that any man who is without money 
and without work is a vagrant or a criminal. 
It is not true that poverty and misfortune 
‘are crimes, 

We sincerely trust that an investigation of 
the circumstances related by our correspond- 
-ent will show that the imprisonment of these 
three men who came to this city hunting for 
work is not such a flagrant outrage as it ap- 
pears to be. If the statements made in the 
communication are true the occurrence isa 
blot on the whole community. No reparation 
can be made to the men who have been in 
chains for six months, but it seems to us that 
the county authorities can afford, after their 
terms are out,to employ them for a few weeks 
at reasonable wrver, 80 that when they seek 
to find other employment they may be able 
to demonstrate to our vigilant police that 

they are not vagrants and tramps. ~« 

We hope, and we shall continue to hops, 
that there is some mistake in the statements 
made by our correspondent. 


THE NEXT PARLIAMENT. 

‘Within the course of the present month 
the present English parliament will close its 
labors, and in accordance with the under- 
standing had between the two great parties 
of the conntry, it will dotibtless be dissolved 
and a new parliament elected, in November. 
The franchise and distribution, or as we 
would call it, the reapportionment, bills are 
now /aws, and when an appeal is taken to 
the country, the new constituencies will re- 
spond, for the old ones have ceased to exist. 

The first great electoral reform bill was 
passedin 1832 It gave residents of boroughs 
occupying houses of the annual rental va'ue 
of £10 and tenants under copyhold and 
leazehold in the counties, the right to vote 
for members of the house of commons. Bat 
it did not satisfy the people, and another 
agitation was begun, which culminated in 
1868 in the passage of an act under tory auspi- 
cies. It extended the franchise considerably ; 
but the people were still unsatisfied; and “it 


fell to Mr. Gladstone to introduce and push | 


through an act that almost gives England 
universal or manhood suffrage. It adds at 
one stroke 2,000,000 voters to the registry, 
mos! of whom are farm laborers. The ten- 
ant fermers bave long voted, and now the 
farm laborer is a voter. All have the right 
of suffrege hereafter who pay rates and taxes; 
and no man in England fit to be a voter at 
all escapes rates and taxes. 

The ceats bill is of course a corallary of the 
franchise bill; for it would be ridiculous to 
enlarge the franchise so largely without 
reapportionment of parliamentary districts. 
In the first place the seats bill abolishes all 
pocket boroughs, those convenient little ad- 
junets of the aristocracy. They are all cut 
off, and representation based on population 
is for the firsttime the rule in old England. 
In round numbers 54000 of population is 
the basis of representation. Populous bor- 

fe cut up inte districts,so that here-

city ora county, instead of the 
While the membership is only 


of population as an electoral basis. A com- | 


mission was appointed to convert the cities 
and counties into electoral districts, and the 
fairness of their work is evinced by its accep- 
tance by both parties, The London papers 
contain maps of the new districts accompa- 
nied by their new names and also with the 
names of the candidates who have thus far 
presented themselves. Although the elec- 
tion is several months off, the list of candi- 
dates is complete except in Ireland where the 
Parnellite candidates are not yet announced. 

The tories are not lacking in confidence. 
They seem to think the farm laborers whom 
the liberals have transformed into voters, 
will as readily accept the wishes of the land- 
holding class as did the tenant farmers. The 
liberals on the other hand believe gratitude 
and intelligence still maintain a foothold in 
the country,and thata majority of the new 
voters will cast their first ballots against 
privilege. It is the belief of all who watch 
the contest from an impartial standing ground 
that the new vyoters will not only largely 
swell the liberal ranks, but that they will go 
still further and make the radical leaders 
the leaders of all liberals and the future 
rulers of the country. As soon as Mr. Glad- 
stone iscompelled by age to retire, it is very 
probable that parties will be reformed, the 
whigs going to the tories, and the radicals 
coming forward to begin the inevitable con- 
flict, Parties in England will then be on 
a sensible basis—the people against privilege.

Cleveland to Tammany—Go in for the welfare 
of the whole country. 


A WAfHINGTON Correspondent digs up the Cuban 
question again. He outlinesa new plan for the 
annexation of theisland. The agitators who are 
seeking the independence of Cuba in the interest 
ofcertain American speculators have devised a 
very ingenious scheme for the purpose of captur- 
ing the attention of congress. They realize that 
there is no popular sentiment in this country 
that would warrant the purchase of this island. 
The fixed policy of the government has always 
been and will continue to be to refuse to employ 
force in securing the independence of Cuba, The 
new plantosecure the independence of Cuba, 
therefore, does not contemplate either of the two 
features just mentioned, _It expects to have this 
government useits good offices in persuading 
Spain to release Cuba fora fixed purchase price, 
to be paid by the Cubans them- 
selves. But in order to make this 
possible it will be necessary for congress to 
rake this government act as security for the pay- 
mentofthe debt. This is to be arranged through 
our guaranteeing the interest upon the bonds to 
be issued by the new Cuban government.

5 were males and 3 females, 58 white and 
41 colored. In detail the states are represented as 
follows: Alabama 3, Arkansas |, Florida 2, Geor- 
gia 2, Iowa 5, Kansas 5, Kentucky 3, Marylaud 1, 
Mississippi 6, Missouri 6, North Carolina 2, Nebras- 
ka 2, Onio 3, Oregon 2, Tennessee 7, Texas 31, Vir- 
ginia 2, West Virginia2. Inthe territories: New 
Mexico 2, Indian Territory 7, Dakota 1, Montana 3, 
Washington1l. It may also be of interest to know 
that of these 99 departed citizens 44 were lynched 
for murder, 31 for horse and cattle stealing, 14 for 
rape, 3 for incendiarism, 2 for train wrecking, 2 
for'murderous assault, 2 for unknown reasons’ | 
andi for burglary. These returns, it will be ob 
served, are forsix mouths, aud their signific*uce 
will be apparent when it.is stated thet the num- 
ber of lynchings last year was 195, whic was an 
increase of nearly 100 over 1883, The number of 
lynchinvgs thus far in this year has steadily 
increased month by month, so that at this ratio 
the total for the year will considergbly ex eed 
250. Hanging does not keep anything like an 
even pace with lynching, though the volume of 
crime for the first six months of this yaar is far 
in excess Of what it wa#w last year during the same 
period. Last year there were 123 criminals 
barged, but this year thus far there have been but 
forty-two.

The church at Walnut Hills flourished under his 
ministrations three years, and Grace church at 
Dayton, O., for three years thereafter. The next 
four years of his life were spent as elder in the 
eastern Cincinnati district, and he has fortwo 
years been pastor of the Central Methodist Episco- 
pal church, Springfield.
